“BART or Bust” | 


VTA Board rolls the dice to bring BART to San Jose

On Thursday August 7th, the 
VTA Board narrowly passed a 
resolution authorizing “all neces- 
sary steps for VTA to issue bonds 
secured by and payable from 2000 
Measure A in amount not to exceed 
$550 million...” 

The VTA Board wants to use 
future tax proceeds as a security for 
bonds that would be used to fund 


existing levels of transit service. If 


sources of revenue are not found, 
it is anticipated that current levels 
of transit service would have to be 
cut an additional 20 to 25% at the 
beginning of next year! 

The Board’s decision to bor- 
row against future tax proceeds is 
not just controversial, it may be 
found to be illegal. 

Measure A stipulates that the 
1/2 cent sales tax, to be collected 
beginning in 2006, may “be used 
only to: Fund operating and main- 
tenance costs for increased bus, 
rail, and paratransit service.” 


La Oferta has obtained a copy 
of the memo sent by VTA General 
Counsel Suzanne Gifford to the 
VTA Board of Directors. In it, the 


VTA's own lawyer concludes that, 


“VTA has not expanded bus ser- 
vice. It has decreased bus service. 


The ballot measure restricts use of 


the tax proceeds. It does not per- 
mit VTA to use 2006 sales tax rev- 
enues to maintain current service 
levels.” 

The VTA Board ignored the 
analysis and advice of their own 
General Counsel and voted by a 
margin of 7 to 5, to file a valida- 
tion action in Superior Court. 

The $550 million that the VTA 
wants to borrow is broken down 
as follows: 

$145 million to support cur- 
rent level of operations 

$82 million to retire 2002 
bond and grant anticipation notes. 
(BART related) 

$92.5 million for the costs as- 
sociated with implementing the 


proposed finance structure. (To in- 
clude capitalized interest expense 
and a potential debt service reserve 
fund) 

$170 million to fund BART 
preliminary engineering. 

$60.5 million for other VTA 
capital projects. (Yet to be deter- 
mined) 

The largest chunk ol the 
“loan” will go to BART. $252 mil- 
lion of the $550 million, or 46% 
of the borrowed money will be 
dedicated to bringing BART to San 
Jose. 

“BART can wait” argued Eu- 
gene Bradley at the VTA Board 
meeting. Bradley, President and 
Founder of the Santa Clara County 
VTA Riders Union reminded the 
members that the board that they 
serve on is the “Valley Transpor- 
tation Authority, not the San Jose 
City lines.”

Untold story: U.S. newspapers 
ignore Iraqi civilian deaths 


Editor’s Note: International, 
Arab and even U.S. news services 
have reported and counted the 
deaths of Iraqi civilians since the 
official end of hostilities in Iraq 
— but U.S. newspapers continue 
to ignore the story. PNS contribu- 
tor Mohamad Ozeir (ozeirm@aol.

Most reports coming out of 
Iraq are built around the casual- 
ties of American soldiers in post- 
war attacks. Deaths and injuries 
among Iraqi civilians, however, 
rarely make it to the pages of U.S. 
newspapers, even when the Iraqis 
are killed in the same incident -- 
and even when major interna- 
tional newswires report these ca- 
sualties. 

In late July, for example, the 
major story out of Iraq was the 
killing of Saddam's two sons, 
Uday and Qusay, and his grand- 
son, Mustapha, in a raid on a 
house in the city of Mosul. But 
Western media missed a crucial 
aspect of the story. 

Several reports of the sons' 
deaths mentioned that some Ira- 
qis celebrated the news in a tradi- 
tional Iraqi way: firing guns into 
the air. What was missing in the 
coverage was that many Iraqis lost 
their lives in the celebrations. Al 
Mu'tamar newspaper, published 
by the Iraqi National Conference 
— the closest of American allies 
— quoted medical and security 
sources in Baghdad citing that 31 
civilians were killed and 76 in- 


jured as a result of the revelry gun- 
fire. No U.S. media reported such 
news. 

This kind of reporting not 
only gives American readers and 
viewers an incomplete story, but 
also furthers the mistrust of 
American media that is becoming 
more and more pervasive world- 
wide. 

Whatever the reasons for this 
trend, it is not due to lack of in- 
formation. The stories of Iraqi ci- 
vilian casualties are published and 
broadcast in the Arab and other in- 
ternational media, and the sources 
for these stories are none other 
than Western news agencies such 
as Reuters, Associated Press and 
Agence France Press (AFP). But 
these wire services’ reports of ci- 
vilian deaths rarely appear in U.S. 
newspapers. 

On June 6, for example, the 
Arab and international press pub- 
lished a report from Reuters esti- 
mating the average Iraqi casualty 
count due to U.S. cluster bombs 
at 15 per day. The report quoted 
an official at Mines Advisory 
Group, who said his organization 
counted 80 killed and 500 injured 
between April 10 and June 5, 
2003. Another article published 
July 6, based on information from 
Reuters and AFP, described a 
bomb that killed seven Iraqis and 
injured 40 of the new Police Acad- 
emy trainees. This incident went 
entirely unnoticed in American 
media. 

Other ignored reports include 
the killing of a 70-year-old man 
and three of his sons by Ameri- 
can soldiers in the town of Balad 


while the family was driving near 
an American patrol outpost on 
June 15,2003. 

A review of the Arab press — 
counting only deaths that were a 
direct result of armed U.S. or Brit- 
ish actions, and taking care not to 
double-count fatalities — reveals 
that since May 1, the day Presi- 
dent Bush announced the end of 
major combat operations in Iraq, 
245 Iraqi civiJians have been 
killed as a direct result of military 
action or war-related events. 

This number is small when 
compared to the estimate of civil- 
ian deaths from the’entire war, 
compiled by British-based Iraq 
Body Count, which put the num- 
ber between 6,086 and 7,797. The 
extensive cross-checking and con- 
servative methods used to obtain 
this estimate can be reviewed at 
www. iragbodycount.org. From 
victims of remnant cluster 
bomblets — mainly children — 
to civilians caught in cross-fire or 
surprised by an American check- 
point, to victims of vengeful acts 
at the hands of the old regime's 
victims, Iraqis continue to lose 
their lives as a result of the war. 

The ostensible American 
agenda in Iraq was to liberate the 
Iraqi people and bring democracy 
and accountability to the country. 
The military operation, after all, 
was named “Iraqi Freedom.” Dur- 
ing the days of Saddam's rule, no 
one in Iraq was allowed to say 
how many people were killed or 
why, but everyone knew. Ironi- 
cally, now the information is 
available — but it seems that no 
one wants to know.s2

a Mistranslation?

When General Motors tried to 
sell its Chevy Nova in South 
| America it took a while to figure 
| out why many people would not 
buy it. In Spanish “No va” means 
“It doesn't go,” 1.e. “It's a lemon.” 
¡The company renamed the car 
Caribe and things changed. 
| Mistranslation can cost 

money. When it happens with elec- 
tion ballots the problems are just 
as serious. Some people may not 
| understand or be offended by the 
_ sloppy language. 

It happened recently with 
election materials in Connecticut. 
| Several Latino officials pointed 
| out mistakes in the translation 
| which included a number of typos 
| but also grammatical and syntac- 
tical errors. 

Connecticut officials at- 
tempted to justify their translation 
by saying that they used a “neu- 
tral” Spanish. Officials probably 
meant the translation was done in 
“standard Spanish” rather than the 
Spanish spoken by one local eth- 
nic group. 

The Spanish language, like 
any other major international lan- 
guages spoken in many different 
countries, has some regional varia- 
tions in pronunciation and vocabu- 
lary. The written language, how- 
ever, is virtually the same from 
country to country. 

American law states that the 
translation of election documents 
should be in a way that “local vot- 
ers” can use. In translating docu- 
ments, officials should reach out 
to the “local community” for help. 


Some problems in translation 
are inevitable. The challenges 
sometimes can be traced to the 
original text. Election materials 
sometimes are written with a com- 
plicated style. At times the word- 
ing is not clear and voting “yes” 
on something may actually mean 
voting “no.” That poses a problem 
for translators. If the original text 
is bureaucratic or ambiguous, 
should a translator try to capture 
those qualities in the finished prod- 
uct or render it into clear language 
that local people can understand? 

Another problem emerges be- 
cause of the limited number of 
qualified translators. In the U.S. 
very few college programs exists 
to train translators. Typically col- 
lege degrees in Spanish or other 
foreign languages focus on liter- 
ary analysis. The translator respon- 
sible for the materials in Connecti- 
cut had a Master's Degree in Span- 
ish. The degree might suggest 
strong qualifications as a transla- 
tor but that is not necessarily the 
case. 

The vast majority of students 
completing degrees in languages 
do not become translators or inter- 
preters. This is in part due to the 
lack of job opportunities in the 
field but also to the lack of spe- 
cific preparation in translation. 

In other countries, on the other 
hand, translation is an important 
skill which is cultivated and con- 
sidered a respectable profession. 

The translation of elections 
materials in the U.S. creates seri- 
ous problems which go beyond 
language. Many people believe 
that citizens should know English 
if they are going to vote in the U.S. 

Ina way, that's like saying you 
have to be literate in English be- 
fore you can vote. That is not the 
case. There is no literacy test to 
vote in American elections in En- 
glish or any other language. If 
there were such a test, a signifi- 
cant number of native-born Ameri- 
cans would probably fail it. 


To give all citizens the oppor- 
tunity to vote regardless of their 
language fluency in 1965 Con- 
gress passed The Voting Rights 
Act. Section 203 of this legislation 
says that if more than 5% or 
10,000 voting-age citizens in a 
county don’t speak English “very 
well,” according to the U.S. Cen- 
sus figures, and are fluent in an- 
other language, election materials 
need to be translated. 

The law applies to Spanish, 
Asian, American Indian and Alas- 
kan native languages because their 
speakers were recognized as hav- 
ing suffered discrimination and 
exclusion. African and European 
languages were left out of the law 
although a new proposal in the 
U.S. Senate would include these 
languages as well. 

Voting is a fundamental right 
for citizens whether they are born 
in the U.S. or naturalized. We want 
all citizens to be able to vote. And 
steps are taken to eliminate barri- 
ers. For example, we send absen- 
tee ballots to those who find it in- 
convenient or difficult to get to the 
polling places. We provide access 
to people with disabilities and as- 
sistance is given to enable them to 
vote. 

Translating ballots as required 
by law is just another step to make 
sure people’s voices are heard. But 
the translation needs to be done 
professionally so people reading 
the materials will not have prob- 
lems understanding nor will they 
be offended by the language. Of- 
ficials in Connecticut heard the 
message and are taking steps to 
avoid future problems in transla- 
tion. Hopefully, that will increase 
the notoriously low voter turn out 
typical of elections in the U.S.

Los hispanos también figuran 
con una alta deserción entre los es- 
tudiantes discapacitados, en la que, 
segun cifras de un informe de 2001 
en poder del Congreso, el 32,3 por 
ciento de los latinos abandonaron 
la escuela, superados por los nati- 
vos de Alaska con 44 por ciento, y 
los afroamericanos con 33,7 por 
ciento. 

En este campo, los anglos tu- 
vieron en ese año escolar 26,9 por 
ciento de deserción de los centros 
de educación especial. 

El Departamento de Educa- 
ción de EE.UU. dijo que trabaja en 
todo el país con los padres de fa- 
milia, docentes, grupos comu- 
nitarios y organizaciones educa- 
tivas interesadas en erradicar, o al 
menos disminuir considerable- 
mente, los elevados niveles de 


abandono de las aulas. 

Las estadísticas oficiales de 
deserción de estudiantes del año 
2000 —últimas de que se dispo- 
ne — , muestran que el 28 por ciento 
de los alumnos hispanos con edades 
de entre 16 a 24 años se retiraron 
de las aulas antes de finalizar sus 
estudios, por diversas causas. 

Entre estas causas, el Departa- 
mento de Educación citó (en el caso 
de los varones) la necesidad que 
tienen de trabajar, mientras que en- 
tre las mujeres, el embarazo figura 
como uno de los motivos princi- 
pales de abandono de las aulas. 

En ese año educativo el porcen- 
taje de deserción por parte de los 
estudiantes anglos fue sólo del 7 por 
ciento, y de 13 por ciento entre los 
afroamericanos. 

Las fuentes oficiales señalan 
que este fenómeno ocurre más en- 
tre los inmigrantes (44 por ciento 
en el año 2000), que entre los niños 
y adolescentes de ese origen na- 
cidos en EE.UU. (15 por ciento). 

Para hacer frente eficazmente 
al problema de deserción escolar, 
el Centro Nacional de Prevención 
de la Deserción Escolar de EE.UU. 
(NDPC, en inglés) ha abogado por 
la implementación de estrategias 
alternativas basadas en el constante 
mejoramiento de la calidad de la 
educación. 

Para la secretaría de Educación 
estadounidense la solución del 
problema de la deserción estudiantil 
de todos los grupos étnicos pasa por 
la mejora de la calidad educativa, y 
por una variedad de acciones con-

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Gobierno reafirma compromiso con el

México, (EFE).- El Gobierno 
mexicano refrendó el martes su 
compromiso con el esclarecimien- 
to de los crímenes de mujeres en 
Ciudad Juárez, en la frontera con 
EE.UU., y minimizó las duras crí- 
ticas que hizo Amnistía Interna- 
cional (Al) a su investigación. 

El ministro de Gobernación 
(Interior), Santiago Creel, señaló 
que al Gobierno le importan mucho 
las opiniones de organismos inter- 
nacionales como Al, pese a ser crí- 
ticas, pero destacó que se han dado 
muchos pasos para resolver los ho- 
micidios. 

“Vamos a dar la lucha frontal 
por situaciones que vienen desde 
hace una década y que nos preocu- 
pan y nos ocupan, independiente- 
mente de opiniones y cualquier 
otra circunstancia”, afirmó Creel a 
los periodistas. 

Los asesinatos de mujeres en 
Ciudad Juárez (Chihuahua) ascien- 
den a 370 según Al, unos 100 más 
de los que reconocen las autorida- 
des, pero en sintonía con los que 
han sido denunciados por los fa- 
miliares de las víctimas. 

La secretaria general de Al, 
Irene Khan, presentó el lunes el in- 
forme “México: muertes intolera- 
bles. Diez años de desapariciones 
y asesinatos de mujeres en Ciudad 
Juárez y Chihuahua”, en el que de- 
nunció errores y negligencias del 
sistema judicial mexicano en la 
investigación de los homicidios. 

También acusó al Gobierno de 
Vicente Fox, con quien se reunió 
en privado, de tolerar estos críme- 
nes, y le pidió que intervenga para 
terminar de una vez con la impuni- 
dad. 

Creel, sin embargo, destacó 
los pasos dados para restablecer el 
Estado de Derecho en Ciudad Juá- 
rez a través del programa integral 
de seguridad pública que lanzaron 
los gobiernos federal, estatal y mu- 
nicipal el pasado 22 de julio. 

“Hemos dado un paso adelante 
en el combate al crimen que se ha 
venido dando en Ciudad Juárez y, 
particularmente, al crimen de géne- 
ro, contra mujeres”, afirmó. 

Por su parte, el fiscal general, 
Rafael Macedo, señaló que el pró- 
ximo jueves comenzará (ya inició) 
a funcionar la agencia mixta del 
Ministerio Público en esa ciudad, 
para facilitar las indagaciones. 

Añadió que se está recabando 
toda la información disponible al 
respecto y se está trabajando con 
las organizaciones civiles “para 
proporcionar todo el apoyo a las 
víctimas de los delitos”. 

El gobernador de Chihuahua, 
Patricio Martínez, reaccionó indig- 
nado al informe de Al, que consi- 
deró que “carece de la autoridad 
moral para dar este tipo de señala- 
mientos porque en ningún momen- 
to se consultó a la autoridad judi- 
cial”. 

“Viene y trata al estado de Chi- 
huahua y a su administración como 
si fuera espúrea o antidemocráti- 
ca”, se quejó. 

Además, acusó a la organiza- 
ción de “no dar el debido respeto 
al estado” y de hacer un informe 
parcial de un problema grave que, 
en su opinión, las autoridades están 
enfrentando. 

También dijo que Al nunca pi- 
dió documentos a la Fiscalía chi- 
huahuense y sólo escuchó “las vo- 
ces opositoras que sistemática- 
mente han hecho una explotación 
a favor de sus intereses”. 

No obstante, la Procuraduría 
de Justicia del Estado anunció que 
se reunirá con Al y la Fiscalía Es- 
pecial para investigar los crímenes 
de mujeres en Ciudad Juárez para

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Disappointed Ecuadorians watch another case go unprosecuted 


Quito, (EFE).- A former Ec- 
uadorian president accused of cor- 
ruption remained in limbo Tuesday 
as a Caribbean nation that granted 
him asylum said it awaited his ar- 
rival while local figures lamented 
what they saw as another example 
of manifest impunity unfolding be- 
fore their eyes. 

The asylum the Dominican 
Republic offered former Ecuador- 
ian President Gustavo Noboa, one 
of many such cases in the last de- 
cade, increases the sense that cor- 
ruption in the South American 
country's political circles continues 
to go unpunished. 

“That sense reflects the reality 
of life in Ecuador, where the domes- 
tic situation and institutions have 
been undermined” by the alleged 
misconduct in office of more than 
a dozen former high-ranking offi- 
cials, according to former Foreign 
Minister Alfonso Barrera. 

Noboa stands accused of cost- 
ing the state some $9 billion during 
the renegotiation of a portion of the 
foreign debt at the beginning of his 
administration, which ran from 
2000-2003. 

He is also being investigated 
for his possible role in the granting 
of multi-million-dollar loans to two 
relatives. 

Former Ecuadorian President

Noboa and Dominican President 
Hipolito Mejia should not impede 
resolution by the courts of cases in 
which corruption is alleged. 

At least three former Ecuador- 
ian presidents, a former vice presi- 
dent and some 50 former govern- 
ment officials fled the country to 
escape justice. 

Noboa was Officially granted 
asylum in the Dominican Republic 
on Monday, hours before the Ecua- 
dorian Supreme Court ordered him 
held under house arrest. 

The legal action against the 
former president will continue de- 
spite his absence. 

Noboa took refuge in a Do- 
minican diplomat's residence late 
last month and remained “a guest” 
there as of Tuesday. 

He is waiting for his successor, 
current President Lucio Gutierrez, 


to grant him safe-conduct out of the 
country. 

In reply to an EFE question re- 
garding the arrest warrant against 
Noboa, Dominican Foreign Minis- 
ter Francisco Guerrero said the of- 
fer of political asylum was made 
prior to the court's order. 

Former Ecuadorian presidents 
Abdala Bucaram, whose six-month 
rule ended in February 1997 with 
his acceptance of asylum in Pa- 
nama, and Jamil Mahuad, who was 
in office for 17 months until Janu- 
ary 2000, both have official malfea- 
sance and misfeasance charges 
pending against them. 

In addition, former Vice Presi- 
dent Alberto Dahik fled Ecuador- 
ian justice and sought asylum in 
Costa Rica in 1995, while Fabian 
Alarcon, who succeeded Bucaram 
at the nation's helm and served from 
February 1997 to August 1998, 
spent a number of months in jail for 
alleged irregularities committed 
when he was president of Congress. 

In its ruling, the high court said 
“sufficient indications” of em- 
bezzlement existed to order 
Noboa's preventive arrest. 

The former president has 
claimed he is the target of “politi- 
cal persecution.” 

Barrera said the court's order is 
overridden by international law and 
the international asylum convention 
signed by Ecuador. 

He told EFE that Ecuador must 
comply with international law and 
grant Noboa safe-conduct out of the 
country.<2

En la mujer adulta. la 
vía más frecuente de entrada de la infección es la 
“ascendente”, desde los tejidos perineales. vagina y 
uretra hacia la vejiga. 

La mayoría de las bacterias que causan 
infecciones urinarias se derivan de la flora normal 
intestinal. La bacteria más frecuente es Escherichia 
coli (comensal normal del intestino), pero también 
pueden ser producidas por otras bacterias que 
producen enfermedades de transmisión sexual.

vigorosas o muy prolongadas, se puede presentar la 
infección urinaria (se postula que las bacterias

Y ajo y equinácea que 
ayudan a mejorar la respuesta del sistema inmune, 
para combatir la infección.

Mr. Bradley's sentiments did 
not fall on deaf ears. Supervisor 
Blanca Alvarado stated that BART 
might have been the “fanciest” 
mode of transportation promised to 
the voters, but that “many other 
projects were promised.” She ex- 
pressed her “deep concern” about 
the impact that the Board’s deci- 
sion would have upon those who 
use public transportation on a daily 
basis. 

It’s clear that the VTA's deci- 
sion to borrow against future tax 
receipts is a big gamble. Board- 
member Don Cage cautioned that, 
“If we're wrong, we're risking an 
awful lot.” If the valley's economy 
does not recover at the rate the VTA 
Board guesses and hopes that it 
will, the public transportation sys- 
tem of Santa Clara County would 
go bankrupt. 

There's still a chance that the 
requirements of the law will pre- 
vail over the wants and needs of 
the seven politicians who sup- 
ported the resolution.
